BERLIN TROOPS FIRE 
ON STREET VENDORS 


And Many Persons Are 
Killed and Wounded. 
Fighting Is Also Report- 
ed at Dusseldorf and 
Other Places. 


Berlin, April 14.—The latest news 
received here is to the effect that 
the communists in Munich have not 
yet been mastered and that heavy 
fighting is raging in the streets 
of Munich between red guards and 
troops loyal to ‘the government. 

The central railway station, the 
postoffice and telegraph office and 
several other public buildings again 
are in the hands of the communists 
who used heavy mine throwers in 
their recapture. 

A number of persons have been 
killed or wounded, 

Earlier advices reported that the 
whole of Bavaria with the excep- 
tion of Hof had been regained by 
the Hoffman government, which 
provisionally remains at Bamberg. 

On Sunday, according to dis- 
patches to The Lokal Anzeiger, 
armed goldiers drove through the 
streets of Munich cheering for the 
soviet. They were dragged out of 
their cars and roughly handled.

‘Gene Debs So Describes 

Himself as He Enters 
Penitentiary—He Sends 
Love to His’ Comrades 
and Cries ‘‘ Hail the Rev- 
olution.” 


Moundsville, W. Va., April 14.— 
Eugene V. Debs, many times social- 
ist candidate for president, entered 
the West Virginia penitentiary here 
late last night and began serving 
his ten year sentence for violation 
of the espionage act. Ag the prison- 


| er stood in the doorway of the péni- 


i'tentiary, he said: “I enter the pris- 
on door a flaming resolution, my 
head unbent, my spirit untamed, 
‘my soul unconquerable.” 

Debs answered the required ques- 
tions put by Warden Terrills, who 
assigned the prisoner to cell 61. 

Prior to retiring to his cell Debs 
issued the following statement, ad- 
dressed to socialists of America: 

“As Iam about to enter the pris- 
on doors, I wish to send to the so- 
sialists of America who have s0 
loyally stood by me since my first 
arrest, this little message of love 
and cheer. These are pregnant days 
and promising ones. We are all on 
the threshold of tremendous 
changes. The workers of the world 
are awakening and bestirring them- 


selves as never before. Ali the forces 


that are playing upon the modern 
world are making for the over- 
throw of despotism in all its forms 
and for the emancipation of the 
masses Of mankind. 

“I shall be in prison in the days 
to come, but my revolutionary spir- 
it will be abroad and I ghall not 
be inactive. 

“Let us all in this supreme hour 
measure up to our full stature and 
work together as one for the great 
case. That means emancipation for 


us all. 

“Love to my comrades and ha!l to 
the revolution.” 

Debs began his term today as a 
clerk in the prison hospital. War- 
den Terrell said he had intended 
to assign Debs to the library, but 
decided he would be the object of 
too much curiosity there and gave 
him the clerkship, the lightest work 
in the institution, because of his 


age. 

The incarceration of Eugene vV. 
Debs in the West Virginia peniten- 
tiary here was marked tonight b; 
the ulacing of additional guards 
around the walls, by order of J. Z. 
Terrell, the warden. Additional 
high-powered electric lights will be 
installed outside the walls, the 
warden announced. 

Prison officials decided that they 
will determine upon a fixed amount 
of mail that Debs may receive, for 
today there were indications of an 
overwhelming number of incoming 
letters for the prisoner.

Suffrage Measure Finally 
Passed by the Legisla- 
ture—Only One Majori- 
ty for Suffrage in Senate. 


Nashville, Tenn. April 14.—The 
Tennessee .legislature this after- 
noon, by a majority of 1 vote in 
the senate, finally passed the wom- 
an’s suffrage bill, which has been 
pending for several weeks. The 


| bill gives the women of the state 


the right to vote for presidential 
electors and in all municipal elec- 
tions. The right to vote in the 
state elections can only be given by 
an amendment to the constitution. 
The house passed the suffrage bill 
several days ago, and the measure 
now goes to the governor for his 
signature. He has’ promised to 
sign it. 

The bill passed ths house amid 
scenes of wild confusion, The 
galleries and every available space 
on the senate floor were crowded 
The debate on the 
bill lasted for three hours, and some 
of the speakers became bitter in 
their denunciation of the lobbying 
tactics which had been adopted by 
the women. 

The deciding vote was cast by 
Senator Wikle, who said that he 
had never favored suffrage, but as 
the women seemed to dant it so 
much, he was unwilling to cast the 
one vote to defeat it. He predicted 
that they would regret suffrage 
within a few years. 


500,000 WILL GO 
10 CITY HOSPITAL 


While Steiner Will Did 
Not Specifically Name 
Grady as Beneficiary, 
Attorneys Indicate This 
Institution Will Profit. 


Although the will of Albert Steiner, 


| probated about two months ago,

leaving the residue and remainder 
of his estate to the city hospital or 
a similar institution, did not state 
specifically that Grady must be the 
beneficiary, it was indicated by the 
attorneys for the executors, Messrs. 
Brandon & Hynds, Monday, that the 
money would take this direction. 
The definite sum which will be 
turned over to the city for Grady 
hospital cannot be determined at 
this time, owing to the fact that 
much of Mr. Steiner’s property was 
real estate, the proceeds from which 
are uncertain, but J. A. Hynds esti- 


|mates the probable amount of the 


gift as $500,000, as has been previous- 
ly announced. The funds will not be 
available, probably, for about a year, 
since no inventory has yet been ren- 
dered and all other settlements must 
be consummated before payment un. 
der the bequest can be made, 
Terms of the Will. 

Regarding the gift to the hospital 
the will states: “I leave the rest, 
residue and remainder of my estate 
unto my executors as trustees, sub- 
ject to the following uses: They 
shall invest such portion as they 
deem adequate and proper, or all of 
the corpus in the purchase of the 
ground and erection of a ward and 
its equipment to be a part of Grady 
hospital in the city of Atlanta, or 
some other similar institution owned 
by the city of Atlanta, said ward to 
be known as ‘The Albert Steiner 
Ward.’ The remainder of the corpus, 
if any, shall be invested and the net 
income therefrom shall be expended 
for the maintenance and medical or 
surgical treatment of the poor of 
Atlanta in said ward; or, in the dis- 
cretion of said trustees, the whole 
or any part of said net income from 
said bequest may be used by them 
for surgical or medical treatment of 
the poor of Atlanta, at some other 
hospital or hospitals in the city of 
Atlanta. 

“To prevent any interference with 
the purposes of this bequest, said 
trustees shall be permitted to convey 
the corpus to the city of Atlanta 
for the use of the Grady hospital, or 
similar city institution for the es- 
tablishment, equipment or opera- 
tion of a ward to be known as here- 
inbefore designated.” 

Bequests Provided. 

The will provides, also, for the 
payment of $25,000 to the Crippled 
Children’s home, operated ‘by the 
Scottish Rite Masons, or so much 
of that amount as was not paid to 
the institution during the lifetime 
of Mr. Steiner. Upon inquiry it was 
learned that about half of the $25,- 
000 has already gone to the home, 
and this fact was taken into con- 
sideration in the estimate of $500,000 
made for the hospital.

signed to the larger towns which 
will be directly benefited, was 
pledged. 

An organization committee, which 
will begin work at once, was elect- 
ed, its personnel being as follows: 
Matthew Hale, president of the re- 
cently 
Maritime corporation, chairman: W. 
R. C. Smith, Atlanta; Roger Miller, 
Macon; W. H. Wood, Charlotte; Wal- 
ter F. Coachman, Jacksonville; F, C. 
Groover, Jacksonville: W. M. Whit- 
sitt, Charleston; W. 8. Griffin, 
Greenville; R. D. Vaughan, Greens- 
boro. 

The first step of these commit- 
teemen will be the raising of $1,- 
000,000 for the initial. subscriptions 
on the $10,000,000 stock, so that 
immediate action in bringing about 
the objects of the corporation may 
be taken. 

Mr. Hale, initiator of the move- 
ment which was backed by local 
bankers and business men, presid- 
ed over the meeting and said that 
the fundamental purpose of the 
gathering was to arrange for the 
port and inland cities to get togeth- 
er. The success of such an under- 
taking, he said, called for first, the 
spirit of co-operation; second, 
organization; third, service to the 
community, 

McLendon Welcomes Visitors. 

Representing the governor who 
was unable to be present, S. Guy- 
ton McLendon extended a welcome 
from Atlanta and the state to the 
visitors who came to take part in 
the organization of the new com- 
pany, and stated that he was fortu- 
nate in being able to combine con- 
gratulations with his greeting. “I 
believe there are greater potentiali- 
ties in this gathering,” he _ said, 
“than in any other held within my 
recollection, a remark which was 
heartily applauded.

its for foreign trade, setting forth 
some conditions which those en- 
gaging in foreign business will have 
to meet.

The advantage of American 
branch banks were gone into by 
John E. Gardin, chairman of the 
board of the International Banking 
corporation and director of the Na- 
tional City bank, two allied insti- 
tutions which have branches in all 
parts of the world. Mr. Gardin de- 
scribed the prerequisites for suc- 
cessful dealing with foreign firms, 
and told of the extensive facilities 
offered by large financial houses to 
manufacturers wishing to engage in 
foreign business. 


Chandler Makes Address. 


A lively talk was made by C. L. 
Chandler, of the Corn Exchange 
bank, of Philadelphia, who pointed 
out some of the notable achieve- 
ments already made by the south 
in Latin-American trade, showing 
that there is a basis to work upon 
in the development of larger busi- 
ness with the countries to the south 
of us. 

Major General Black, chairman of 
the port and harbors commission of 
the United States, who was unable 
to be present on account of illness, 
sent in his place E. Dobson, -of 
Washington, who is not only a 
southerner but secretary of the 
United States shipping board, port 
and harbor facilities committee, as 
well. He made a most enthusiastic 
address, showing the aid that the 
committee, with the statistics which 
are rapidiv being collected, will be 
able to offer merchants and manu- 
facturers.

Washington, April 14.—Wage in- 
creases averaging about $15 a 
month for approximately 69,000 em- 
ployees of the American Railway 
Express company were announced 
tonight by Director General Hines. 
The increase represents an advance 
of $25 a month above the wage 
scale in effect January 1, 1918. The 
increases mean an addition of about 


| $13 ,00 ; 
teen southern cities and $10,000 of $13,000,000 a year to the express 


roll. 
Sleeping Car Men Get Raise. 
The director general also raised 
the wages of 12,000 sleeping and 
parlor car employees $25 a month 
above the basic minima in effect 
January 1, 1918. Since approximate- 
ly half of this sum was awarded by

year, the net addition of this order 
will bo the remainder, or about 
$12.50 per month. 

Wages of 10,000 dining car em- 
ployees were advanced $25 above the 
basic monthly minima in effect Jan- 
uary 1, 1918. This will yield approx- 
imately $8 a month additional to 
each employee, since two-thirds of 
this $25 increase was taken up in 
the general wage advance last year. 

These minor wage orders for rail- 
road employees which were mclud- 
ed in the estimate of $67,500,000 in 
increases gnnounced in connection 
with the wage order affecting the 
four trainmen’s and enginemen’s 
brotherhoods several days ago, com- 
plete finally the “war circle” of 
wage advances. Future apalications 
for higher pay will be considered 
in the light of peace-time condi- 
tions, but will be dealt with by the 
same agency which thresled out the 
past wage questions. 

Effective at Once. 

The wage orders are to become ef- 
fective at once, 

The express employees applied 
more than six months ago for more 
pay and in some localities threat- 
ened a strike. Later they presented 
their case to the war labor board, 
but withdrew it when essufrances 
were given by the director general 
that th; railroad administration's 
board of railway wages and work- 
ing conditions would take up their 
case. About that time the Ameri- 
can Railway Express company was 
taken over for operation by the rail- 
road administration.

The Constitution.)—The crisis which 
the Paris conference passed through 
in the first two weeks of April must 
be for the American audience, far 
removed from the actual circum- 
stances of European affairs, some- 
thing of a mystery. To present a 


picture of this crisis from a distance 


is difficult, since the American 
share in the making of peace has 
become, in America, a matter of do- 
mestic politics, and the simplest 
narration of its facts will be sus- 
pected of having a political pur- 
pose. Yet the truth is that in this 
period, and growing out of the Eu- 
ropean feeling with respect to 
American influence in Europe, there 
was an unmistakable reaction, the 


“consequences of which still endure, 


P 


and will have a continuing influ- 
ence in Paris. 

Very earlyin my correspondence I 
pointed out the emotion of the Brit- 
ish and French republics with re- 
spect to the making of peace. Brit- 
ish sentiment, as it was then ap- 
parent, was concentrated upon mak- 
ing a better basis of understanding 
with the United States for the fu- 
ture, and in taking advantage of 
the association of our country with 
England in the war, to insure per- 
manent friendliness and co-opera- 
tion in the world. English states- 
men came to Paris with the avowed 
purpose of co-operating with Amer- 
ica and with the American presi- 
dent, particularly in the formation 
of the league of nations, which was 
the main purpose in the mind of 
Mr. Wilson. English policy, in Eu- 
rope and out of it, was to a degree, 
at least, subordinated in the minds 
of British statesmen to the idea of 
association for the future between 
the United States and Great Britain. 

French sentiment, at the same

LIQUOR MAY PASS 
THRO DRY STATE 


United States Supreme 
Court Holds Its Trans- 
portation for Beverage 
Purposes Is Not Illegal 
Under Reed Act. 


Washington, April 14.—Transpor- 
tation of intoxicating liquors for 
beverage purposes through a dry 
state is not prohibited under the 
Reed prohibition amendment, the 
supreme court held today in an 
opinion interpreting that act. 

The opinion was rendered in pro- 
ceedings resulting from the arrest 
of Homer Cudger at Lynchburg, Va., 
under the law while en route on a 
passenger train from Baltimore, 
Md., to Asheville, N. C. The federal 
district court dismissed the indict- 
ment against him, holding in effect 
that although carried across av state, 
intoxicants are not “transported 
into” the state if their ultimate 
destination is a point beyond the 
limits of that state. 

Opinion Unanimous. 

The court, in an unanimous opin- 
ion, rendered by Chief Justice White, 
held that there is no ground for 
holding ‘that the prohibition of the 
statute against transporting liquor 
in interstate commerce into any 
state or territory the laws of which 
prohibit the manufacture,” etc, in-

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GERMANS INVITED 
T0 LEARN TERMS 
ON 2aTHt OF APRIL 


President Says That 
Questions of Peace Are 
So Near Complete Solu- 
tion That They Will Be 
Quickly Drafted. | 


GERMANY MUST PAY 
TO LIMIT OF ABILITY 


As a Beginning, She Must 
Obligate Herself to Turn 
Over $25,000,000,000 in 
Course of Time, Plus 
Other Billions as Ability 
to Pay Develops—Indi- 
cations Are That France 
Has Been Granted Her 
Demands. 


Paris, April 14.—A statement by 
President Wilson in behalf of the 
council of four says that the ques- 
tions of peace are so near complete 
solution that they will be quickly 
and finally drafted. The announce- 
ment was contained in an official 
bulletin which added that the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries had been in- 
vited to meet at Versailles on April 

The president hopes that the ques- 
tions of Italy, especially relating to 
the Adriatic, will be brought to a 
speedy agreement. The Adriatie 
question will be given precedence 
over other questions, 

The settlements belonging espe- 
cially to the treaty with Germany, 
the statement says, will thus be got 
out of the way and at the same 
time other settlements will be com- 
pletely formulated. 

Wilson’s Statement. 

The text of President Wilson’s 
statement follows: 

“In view of the fact that the 
questions which must be settled in 
the peace with Germany have been 
brought so near a complete solu- 
tion that they can now quickly be 
put through the final process of 
drafting, those who have been most 
constantly in conference about them 
have decided to advise that the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries be invited to 
meet the representatives of the asso- 
ciated belligerent nations at Ver- 
sailles on the 25th of April. 

“This does not mean that the many 
other questions connected with the 
general peace settlement will be 
interrupted or that their considera- 
tion which has long been under way 
will be retarded. On the contrary, 
it is expected that rapid progress 
will now be made with these ques- 
tions so that they may also present- 
ly be expected to be ready for final 
settlement. 

“It is hoped that the questions 
most directly affecting Italy, espe- 
cially the Adriatic questions, can 
now be brought to a speedy agree- 
ment. The Adriatic questions will 


| be given for the time precedence 


over other questions and pressed 
by continual study to its final 
stage. 

“The settlements that belong espe- 
cinily to the treaty with Germany 
will in this way be got out of the 
way at the same time that all other 
settlements are being Drought to 
a complete formulation. It is real- 
ized that though this process must 
be followed all the questions of the 
present great settlement are parts 
of a single whole.”

Germany Taxed to Utmost. 

“In other words,” concluded the 
eminent American authority, who 
framed the terms and furnished the 
foregoing summary, “a commission 
set up with power to collect from 
Germany to the utmost of her ca- 
pacity to pay, within the limitation 
of her indebtedness,” 

It is the gold mark that all pay- 
ments are expressed 
terms. This excludes depreciated pa- 
per marks and fixes the standard 
of payment gold. The gold mark is 
worth about the s&me as the Eng- 
lish shilling and before the war 
was quoted at 23.82 American cents. 

The allotment of the 100,000,000,- 
000 marks among the allied and as- 
sociated powers has not yet been 
finally decided, but a tentative ar- 
rangement makes the allotment of 
France about 55 per cent of the to- 
tal; Great Britain's allotment be- 
tween 20 and 30 per cent, and the 
allotment of the United States be- 
tween 2 and 5 per cent. 

The text of the opening clause of 
the terms, whereby Germany is held 
generaly responsible, reads substan- 
tially as follows: 

“The allied and associated powers 
affirm and Germany admits respon- 
sibility for all losses and damages 
of the allied and associated govern- 
ments, and their nationals, from the 
unjustifiable warfare waged by the 
enemy power against the allied and 
associated governments.” 

Then follows a provision for the 
commission on payments, and ex- 
tended details of the operations of 
the commission, 

Rhine Frontier Settled. 

It was stated in authoritative 
quarters tonight that a satisfactory 
agreement had been reached on the 
question of the Rhine frontier, thus 
removing the last of the main ob- 
stacles in the way to the peace 
treaty with Germany. 

The Midi today expresses the be- 
lief that the allies miready have in- 
dicated to the Germans the final 
peace terms of the entente and have 
received from Philip Schiedemann, 
German chancellor, an assurance 
that the conditions will be accepted. 

President Wilson, speaking yes- 
terday with the correspondent of 
The Temps with reference to the 
work of the peace conference, said: 

“I have today good hope. The 
most complicated questions now are 
solved. Under these conditions I 
hope that a aatisfactory solution 
will be reached pretty soon.” 

The council of four did not meet 
this afternoon, but President Wilson 
conferred with the American peace 
delegation respecting the program 
of work still to be done by the peace 
conference. 


FINANCIAL PLANS 
MAY BE REVISED. 


Paris, April 14.—Alarmed by the 
result of the bye-election at Hull 
last week, Premier Lloyd-George, 
according to The Echo de Paris, has 
persuaded the council of four to re- 
vamp completely the financial plan 
to be incorporated in the treaty of 
peace. Instead of a payment of 25,- 
000,000,000 francs on account and 
annual payments to be fixed by a 
commission, it has been decided to 
fix at once the amount which Ger- 
many will have to pay within fifty 
years. This amount is kept secret,

Fixing the total sum will have the

To Last Fifteen Years. 


The regime, it is said, will last 
for fifteen years, when a plebiscite 
will be held and in the event that 
the inhabitants elect to return to 
Germany that nation will be obliged 
to buy back the mines, paying in 
gold. To carry out this task would 
be no mean undertaking, say the 
commentators, especially those of 
The Echo de Paris and Le Journal, 
who declare it to be simply a repe- 
tition of the Tangier regime, which 
they say has been seen to be the 
equivalent of “most complete in- 
ertia.” 

Neither are the critics satisfied 
with the plan for military occupa- 
tion of the left bank of the Rhine, 
although the methods to be followed 
have not been finally decided upon. 
It is stated in French quarters that 
this will be entirely in the hands of 
the French troops who will guard 
re bridgeheads and railroad junc- 
tion, 

In addition, there is to be a new 
thirty-mile neutral military zone on 
the right bank of the river, it is 
said. These two measures will be in 
force only fifteen years, French 
troops being progressively with- 
drawn as installments of the debt 
are paid by Germany, as was done 
by that country with France in 


1871.

AGREEMENT REACHED 
ON CHIEF PEACE TERMS. 


London, April 14.—The main items 
of peace with Germany have been 
substantially agreed upon by the 
council of four, the Paris corre- 
spondent of The Sunday Observer 
says he understands, The only prob- 
lem which they have not yet ap- 
proached is that of the Bohemian 
border, he says. This problem, he 
points out, is an intricate one, as it 
raises the question as to whether a 
considerable number of Germans 
must be included in the Czecho- 
Slovak state. 

“As for the other points concern- 
ing the German borders,” continues 
the correspondent, “it seems that it 
only remains now to decide upon 
some minor questions. The ques- 
tion of Danzig will very likely be 
settled by setting up a kind of au- 
tonomous state in that district, 
while including it in the Polish cus- 
toms area,” 


Wilson Agrees to Saar Plan. 
As for the Saar valley, the corre- 


spondent says he understands Presi- 
dent Wilson has definitely agreed 
to the proposal originated by Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George, which essential- 
ly consist in giving France owner- 
ship of the coal mines while mak- 
ing the Saar district a neutral state 
under the guarantee of the league 
of nations. The questions of repa- 
ration and of disarmament in the 
Rhine region, he says, seems also to 
have been more or less settled in 
their broad outlines. Moreover, he 
oints out, the covenant of the 
eague of nations has been redraft- 
ed, “one of the main amendments 
consisting in recognition of the 
Monroe doctrine as being in conform- 
ity with the principle of the league.” 
The correspondent continues: 

“Whether the treaty will be ready 
by Easter is, of course, another 
question. The important fact is, 
however, that the council of four 
séems to have agreed on all the 
fundamental points.

To un- 
understand such a demand it must 
be recalled that the comparatively 
small district extending between the 
border of 1870 and the border of 
1814 includes places such as Sarre- 
louis, where 80 per cent of the in- 
habitants are said to be in favor of 
reunion with France. 

“Still, as objection was raised in- 
side the council of four that such a 
step might be interpreted as 
amounting to annexation, the 
French government made it clear 
on March 28 that it did not want to 
maintain its demand in favor of 
Great Britain and America deemed 
it to be objectionable. Since that 
date the French overnment has 
confined itself to claiming that the 
coal of the Saar valley was due to 
France as a part of the reparation. 

France Gets Mines. 

“This principle was agreed to by 
all parties, as it is recognized that 
the transfer of the mines to France 
is but inadequate compensation for 
the havoc deliberately wrought in 
northern France by the Germans. 
The solution of the Saar problem 
was suggested last week by Mr. 
It consists in giving 
the Saar a kind of autonomy very 
much resembling that of Luxem- 
burg. Under such a scheme the lo- 
cal authorities would remain free 
from any interference on the part 
of either the French or the German 
administration, the political status 
of the district being, besides, guar- 
anteed by the league of nations. 
That suggestion was carefully 
worked out by sub-committee. 
The scheme was laid before the 
council of four early last week and 
heartily supported by Mr. Lloyd-

FAILURE OF BONDS 
T0 INJURE LIBRARY 


A. J. Orme Points Out 
Necessity of Issue to 
Meet Expenses of Im- 
provements at Water- 
works. 


That the Carnegie library will be 
so seriously affected if the bond is- 
sue for water works fails to pass 
that some of the departments will 
have to be closed was the statement 
issued yesterday by A. J. Orme, 
member of the library commission. 

The libray is now operating on a 
revenue of $37,000 a year and Mr. 
Orme states that if that appropria- 
tion is decreased that some depart- 
ments will have to be closed. Mr. 
Orme says also that even the present 
amount given the library is not 
enough to operate it. 

The following appeal was made 
Monday by the commission to the 
patrons of the library: 

“Does the library mean any- 
thing to you? If it does, rezis- 
ter and vote for the bonds. If 
the bonds for the waterworks 
do not pass $340,000 will have 
to be taken from the budget of 
the city department to pay for 
the new pumps. The library 
will be cut with the other de- 
partments. For the past three 
years the appropriation has been 
cut to the minimum for opera- 
tion. If it is cut again, it can- 
not operate on the present pasis 
and many forms of the service 
will be cut off.” 

Approximately 8,000 people visited 
the library last month for books or 
research work and the commission is 
expecting these patrons to show 
their loyalty to the institution by 
voting in favor of the waterworks 
bonds on April 23.

would, however, be reinforced by 
the context if there were need to re- 
sort to it, since the context makes 
clear that the word ‘into,’ as used in 
the statute, referred to the state of 
destination, and not to the means by 
which that end is reached, the move- 
ment through one state isa mere in- 
cident of transportation to the state 
into which it is shipped. 

“The suggestion madein argu- 
ments that although the personal 
carriage of liquor through one state 
as a means of carrying it beyond 
into another state, violates that 
statute, it does not necessarily fol- 
low that transportation by a com- 
mon carrier through a state for a 
like purpose, would be such viola- 
tion, because of the more facile op- 
portunity in the one case than in 
the other for violating the law of 
the state through which the liquor 
is carried, is without merit. In the 
last analysis it but invites, not a 
construction of the statute, as en- 
acted, but an enactment by construc- 
tion of a new and different statute.” 
Excess Liquor Barred in Georgia. 

In disposing of proceedings in- 
volving an interpretation of the 
Georgia state prohibition law, the 
supreme court in effect today held 
that possession of intoxicating 
liquors in excess of the amount per- 
mitted by statute, éven though law- 
fully acquired before its enactment, 
is prohibited under the law. 

The opinion was rendered in ap- 
peals growing out of the conviction 
of Andrew D. Barbour, charged with 
having more than one gallon of 
wine, the amount permitted by law, 
in his possession. In rejecting Bar- 
bour’s plea that the wine was pur- 
chased prior to enactment of the 
law, the state supreme court de- 
clared that neither ownership, prop-

Legal advisers of other agencies 
today discovered that an executive 
order of the president, dated Sep- 
tember 2, 1917, issued under au- 
thority of the Overman act, dele- 
gated to the revenue bureau andthe 
customs division the enforcement of 
the provision of the food conserva- 
tion act of August 10, 1917, which 
prohibited the use of food materials 
in production of whisky and paved 
the way for restriction of beer 
brewing. These agencies, acting 
under the treasurer, were author- 
ized by the president to employ such 
additional assistants for this work 
as the secretary of the treasury 
might deem necessary. 

Order Would Not Apply. 

The amendment to the agricul- 
tural appropnNation act of November 
21, 1918, by which war-time prohibi- 
tion effective July 1 was establish- 
ed, did not become law until long 
after that executive order was is- 
sued, and consequently the order 
would not apply to the prohibition 
measure. 

The act of November 21, 1918, pro- 
vided “that after June 30, 1919, un- 
til the conclusion of the present war 
and thereafter until the termination 
of demobilization, the date of which 
shall be determined and proclaimed 
by the president of the United 
States .. . it shall be unlawful 
to sell for beverage purposes any 
distilled spirits. .” The act also 
specifies that in this time ‘no beer, 
wine or other intoxicating malt or 
vinous liquor shall be sold for bev- 
erage purposes except for export.”

New York, April 14.—(Special.)—

of the Postal Telegraph company, 
when asked if he had any comment 
On the defense offered by Postmas- 
ter General Burleson for the increase 
in the telegraph rates, said: 

“I have just had opportunity to 
complete the reading of nearly three 
columns of explanation offered by 
Postmaster General Burleson for the 
recent increase of 20 per cent in 
the telegraph rates ordered by him, 
but I want to say that it will take 
a lot of explaining on his part to 
justify this unnecessary increase, 

W. U. Report Furnishes Reason. 

a find, however, that the real ex- 
planation is to be found in the re- 
port of the Western Union Telegraph 
company for 1918 to the interstate 
commerce commission, which has 
just been filed. It appears from an 
analysis of that report that Mr. Bur* 


leson has paid that company as 
compensation for five months, Au- 
gust to December. inclusive, more 
than that company earned to the 
extent of about $2,500,000. This 
means a loss of over $5,000,000 fora 
whole year. Why did he give them 
more than they earned? And why did 
he give the Postal company less 
than half of what it earned? If Mr. 
Burleson had given both companies 
exactly what they earned and no 
more, there would have been no oc- 
casion for raising the telegraph rates 
20 per cent. The Postal company 
has repeatedly said it would be con- 
tent with what it earned. 

Explanations Don’t Explain.

John E. Gardin, recognized as an 
authority on every phase of interna- 
tional banking, gave much credit to 
| the federal reserve hoard in the be- 
ginning of his addresgz, affirming 
that the development of foreign 
banking within recent years was due 
to the liberal interpretation given 
banking statutes by the board, and 
their constant readiness to aid. 

After telling of past difficulties in 
the way of foreign trade and bank- 
ing on account of the lack of quali- 
fied Americans to undertake this 
work, which had to be taken care of 
by foreigners, Mr. Gardin then laid 
down the prereecquisites for the suc- 
cessful man launching upon foreign 
business. These were: ‘A good ed- 
ucation, a knowledge of foreign lan- 
guages, and of political economy, a 
broad vision of commerce, and an 
acquaintance with affairs the world 
over. 

He told specifically of the educa- 
tional work of the National City 
bank in preparing young men for 
places in foreign branch banks, and 
of the improved type of men now 
going into these fields. The per- 
sonal equation in business is the 
final and determining factor, he 
said, which is the advantage of an 
American bank having its own 
branches in other countries where 
Americans do business. The Nation- 
al City bank, of New York, has 
twenty branches in South America, 
and the International Banking cor- 
poration twenty-four in the orient. 
The federal reserve board has grant- 
ed permission for the establishment 
by the National City bank of seven- 
ty new branches. 

Among the interesting stories told 
by Mr. Chandler was that of: devel- 
opment of the hosiery trade in 
South America. “In 1913,” he said, 
“we sold $750 worth of hosierv to 
the Argentine. and in 1917 §1,200.,- 
000 worth.” He dwelt upon the in- 
itiative of the southerners in ex- 
ploiting South American trade, and 
told of having found a number of 
stoves made in the south in a re- 
mote corner of Patagonia some 
years ago, and of a buggy made in 
South Carolina in Buenos Aires 
upon his first visit there. 

Work of Committee. 


The work of the ports and harbor 
facilities committee during the war, 
Mr. Dobson, the secretary, said, 
was to work out methods for quick 
turn around facilities of . boats, 
better cargo handling and to stop 
congestion at the ports. He said 
that the committee will be able to 
provide figures showing what har- 
bors will be best for any city use. 

“Proper terminals are necessary,” 
Mr. Dobson said, “and thev should 
be built by state or municipal ac- 
tion.” He told something of the 
correct type of terminals in detail. 

The valuation of manufactures in 
the six southern states in 1914, ac- 
cording to figures read by Mr. 
Dobson, was $1,153,555,113. 

Several of the speakers brought 
out the fact that the sending of 
practically all exports heretofore 
through New York has meant 
greatly added expenses to the 
southern states, who now have the 
opportuity to change port connec- 
tions from New York to southeast- 
ern ports. It was said that the 
ships which the government has to 
allot will all be assigned within 
three months and, therefore, the 
south will have to act quickly. 

The Purpose.

Washington, April 14.~-Genuine 
Americanization of native+born 
Americans as well as those born in 
a foreign country or of foreign 
parentage and residing here was 
the theme of the opening session 
here today of the twenty-eighth an- 
nual Continental Congress of the 
American society, Daughters of the 
American Revolution. The congress 
will continue until Saturday eve- 
ning. 

Mrs. George Thacher Guernsey, 
president general of the organiza- 
tion, in the principal address of the 
day, declared the development of the 
American ‘consciousness depended 
on the exclusion of all spoken lan- 
guages except English from the 


public schools. She characterized the | 


teaching ofa foreign language inthe 
public schools as one of the great- 
est barriers to. patriotism and 
amounting 
treason. 

The president general was ap- 
plauded vigorously when she, in re- 
ferring to the league of nations, 
said that “we as Americans must 
come to understand that in anv 
righteous league that shall bind the 
nations together we must give as 
well as take.” 

English Only for Public Schools 

Exclusion of all spoken languages 
except English from the public 
schools as the most essential ele- 
ment in the development of Ameri- 
can consciousness, was urged by 
Mrs. Guernsey. 

‘It has been demonstrated,” Mrs. 
Guernsey declared, “that one of the 
greatest barriers to patriotism is a 
foreign language. This war has 
taught us that the Supreme mistake 
in all of our educational methods 
has been right here.’’ 

In announcing that the Daugh- 
ters, as an organization, were pledged 
to the great business of making 
eyery dweller in this country “the 
proud possessor of an American 
soul.” said if she had her way she 
would send Minnesota Scandina- 
vians to the south, scatter thousands 
of Wisconsin Germans through New 
Mngland and compel hundreds of 
thousands of Jews in New York to 
seek homes in the far west. She 
said American neimnbdors are need- 
ed by every one of foreign birth.

BRITONS ATTACK | 


LEAGUE CrARTER 


New Draft Held Decided- 
ly Inferior to the Old. 
London Post Bitter in 


Its References to Presi-| 


dent Wilson. 


London, April 14.—The summary 
of the amended covenant of the 
league of nations evokes no enthu- 


siasm in the London morning news- 
papers and it is declared by some 


commentators to be less satisfac- 
tory than the, first draft. The 


Chronicle, for instance, points out 
certain points which it thinks make 
the new draft “distinctly and per- 
haps decisively inferior to the old.” 


The newspaper condemns the pol- 
icy of requiring unanimity for the 
decision of both the council and as- 
sembly and also condemns. the 
terms upon which the covenant may 
be amended and permission given 
any nation to withdraw on two 
years’ notice. It regards the cove- 
nant as unharmed by the Monroe 
doctrine amendment, which it be- 
lieves should facilitate the adhe- 
sion of the United States to the cov- 
enant. 

The Daily News, which is a warm 
champion of the principle of the 
league, sees danger in some of its 
provisions. It objects to the consti- 
tution of the new council which, it 
says, “will manifestly be controlled 
by prominent representatives of the 
five great powers when they are in 
agreement,” and it fails to see how 
the four representatives of other 
powers chosen for the assembly can 
have much independence. The news- 
paper does not express any great 
confidence in the efficacy of the 
league in any case. 

The labor newspaper, The Daily 
Herald, says the summary does not 
indicate much improvement on the 
original draft. It declares’. that 
from a democratic viewpoint “the 
league is still an alliance of states 
and not a union of peoples.” 

The Post, which is an opponent 
of the league and a severe critic of 
President Wilson, refers ironically 
to the “new Garden of Eden,” in 
which the Monroe doctrine will take 
the place of the “Tree of Knowledge 
of good and evil,” referring to the 
“fruits of the western hemisphere 
being forever forbidden as signa- 
tories of the league.” 

Attributing to President Wilson 
personally the features of the draft 
to which it most objects, the news- 
paper says that “posterity will place 
him with Metternich and Castle- 
reagh as one who worked for the 
confusion of other nations and the 
greatness of his own.” 

It concludes by declaring 
such a covenant should not 
signed without first fairly being 
considered by the public and parlia- 
ment.

Chantilly, April 14.—Marshal Pe- 
of the 
French armies in France. announc- 
ed his intention today of visiting 
the United States. 

“IT have not been invited to Amer- 
ica as yet,” said the marshal to 
the Associated Press correspondent, 
“but I have the intention of visit- 
ing America, and I consider it my 
duty to go there for the purpose 
of thanking the Americans for ev- 


tain, commander-in-chief 


‘erything they have done through 


their Red Cross for the civilians and 
soldiers of France. Afterward I 
purpose going to see the chiefs of 
the American army who have co- 
operated in winning the war. 
“These visits concluded, I hope to 
go there once more as a civilian, 
so that nobody shall recognize me 
and make a trip through the United 
States with a few friends.” 
Amazed at U. S. Organization. 
These projects of the marshal 
were disclosed in the course of an 
interview in which the French com- 
mander expressed his amazement at 
the wonderful organization estab- 
lished by the Americans behind the

lines, which he rectntly visited, in 
| company with several other French 
generals. He declared during the 
hostilities he had had no time to

“Their procedure was not unknown

| personnel always busy. I never saw 
|'a man who was not working. I saw 
'that the generals who were with 
me were profoundly impressed with 
the great size of the force, its meth- 
ods and its discipline. Everything 
that was done by the United States 
was worthy of what we had expect- 
ed from it.” 

Marshal Petain was full of ad- 
miration for everything he saw in 
the camps, at the docks and depots, 
on the railroads, in the recupera- 
tion workshops and in the recreation 
centers. 

He spoke particularly of the man- 
ner in which labor was economized 
the use of mechanical appli- 
ances. He had evidently studied 
closely the American effort since 
the entry of the United States into

Difficulties With Shipping. 


The marshal noted the difficul- 
ties that have been experienced with 
shipping and how the submarine 
war had made it necessary to have 
, large depots of food and other sup- 

plies ready for the troops in case 
of emergency. These supplies, as 
he pointed out, were unobtainable 
in France, and therefore the Amer- 
icans were thrown upon their’ own 
resources. “They certainly did the 
job well,” he declared. 

Asked whether France would 
,make use of the organizations es- 
tablished by the Americans, Marshal 
 Petain sad: 

“Undoubtedly aH the improve- 
ments introduced for the handling 
of shipping at Bordeaux, St. Nazaire, 
| Brest and La Rochelle will be utiliz- 
| ed, and France is very grateful for 
' these improvements which were ef- 
fected by the Americans in as many 
months as we should have teken 
_years. Some of the installations in 
the interior bases will naturally lose 
much of their value now that hos- 
_tilities are over, but the railroads 
‘laid by the Americans will be ex- 
| tremely useful in many cases.” 
| The marshal referred with admira- 
tion to the arrangements for feed- 
ing the men in large numbers at 
the American bases, where thou- 
sands of the soldiers eat at the same 
time, as compared with the French 
system by which the captain of each 
company acts as a father to it and 
provides simply for his own men. 

Concerning the criticisms that the 
Americans had made preparations on 
too great a scale, Marshal Petain 
thought them unjust, as the Ameri- 
cans were preparing for a longer 
war. 

In concluding the interview the 
marshal was asked when his visit 
to the United States would be paid. 

“T cannot make any definite plans,” 
he replied, “until the peace for which 
we are all waiting is signed.”

Geneva, April 14.—The former 
Prince Joachim, of the Hohenzollern 
family, hopes to emigrate to Amer- 
ica after peace is signed, according 
to a report.

TEN NAVY MEN BURNED 
IN GASOLINE EXPLOSION 


San Diego, Cal., April 14.—Ten 
men were burned, two probably fa- 
tally, in a gasoline explosion today 
on the United States submarine 
chaser No. 297, at the municipal 
pier. One of the men was a civil- 
ian driver of an oil truck from 
which gasoline was being pumped 
into a storage tank on the chaser. 
It was unofficially reported that the 
explosion probably was caused by 
a spark leaping from the “rat taijs,” 
or leads, of the wireless antennae 
on the boat. 

Rear Admiral W. F. Fullam, com- 
manding division No. 2, Pacific fleet, 
ordered an investigation. 

Two members of the crew who 
were standing near the intake pipe 
of the storage tank on the berth 
deck were blown through the hatch- 
way and partly through the rail- 
ing. Their clothes were burned to 
a crisp. Shipmates prevented them 
from falling into the Day. 

The terrific concussion blew the 
hatch covering fifteen feet in the 
air. The entire starboard side of 
the chaser from the three-inch gun 
mounted forward to a point near 
the after hatch was lifted nearly 
eighteen inches by the explosion. 
The flames set fire to the upper 
works, consuming much of the 
woodwork, signal flags, ship’s pa- 
pers and other documents and 
equipment. 

Fifteen other submarine chasers, 
moored abreast the fore and aft of 
No. 297, engaged in a mad scramble 
to unmoor and get free of the 
wharf when the flames began to 
spread. 

Officern of the chaser flotilla de- 
clared that it is a miracle that the 
explosion did not create more dam- 
age. The exploded gasoline tank 
was almost directly below the for- 
ward ammunition room in which 
were stored 150 rounds of three- 
inch shells, each of which was load- 
ed with seven pounds of T N T. 


U. 3. -VIGTORY FLEET" 
IN NEW YORK HARBOR 


New York, April 14.—More than 
100 ships of America’s “victory 
fleet” steamed proudly into New 
York harbor today beneath a great 
escort of air and seaplanes, bring- 
ing 30,000 officers and men to the 
first home shore leave many of 
them have enjoyed in more than a 
year. 

The armada—greatest in point of 
numbers ever seen in an Amerigan 
port—rode through the din of an 
enthusiastic welcome in the harbor 
to anchorages in the Hudson river, 
and within a few hours miral 
Henry T. Mayo, fleet commander, 
had released more than 10,000 of the 
men for 24-hour shore leave. 

No parades or official receptions 
will be held, Admiral Mayo assert- 
ing that the men of fleet were “here 
to review New York and not to 
have’New York review us.” 

The fleet will remain here until 
April 30, when it will be split up 
and sections sent to the various At- 
lantic .stations. In the meantime, 
Admiral Mayo said, the men will be 


The mighty fleet arrived from 
Guantanamo bay, where it has been 
holding its regular winter maneu- 
vers, 24 hours ahead of schedule. 
Several score of army and navy 
planes had put out to sea to meet 
the battleships, and, with wings 
flashing in the sunshine, looped, 
dived and circled about the 12 su- 
per-dreadnaughts, 50 destroyers, 
“mother ships” and other craft that 
made up the fleet's full strength. 

When the guard ship Amphitrite, 
anchored at Quarantine, boomed 
forth the 17-gun salute to Admiral 
Mayo, aboard the flagship Pennsy1- 
vania, other craft set up a din of 
shrieking whistles and sirens which 
drew thousands of New Yorkers and 
Jerseyites to the two shores of the 
Hudson river to witness the spec- 


tacle.

EXTENSION GRANTED 
FOR INCOME RETURNS 


Washington, April 14—Further 
extension to June 15 of the time for 
filing coporation incomes and prof- 
its tax returns was ordered today 


by Internal Kevenue Commissioner 
Roper. The first extension was 
from March 15 to May 1. 
Extension to June 15 also. was 
given for filing returns of infor- 
mation at the source, fiduciary re- 
turns, witholding returns, returns 
of partnership and personal service 
corporations, required to file re- 
turns on a calendar year basis and 
all other returns required under the 
income and profits tax provisions 
of the revenue law, which are not 
the basis for assessment of tax. 
This extension will not apply to 
individual tax returns for which an 
extension under certain conditions 
has been allowed to May 1. 
Corporations making returns on @ 
fiscal year basis ending either Jan- 
uary 31 or February 28 will be given 
further extension to June 15, on re- 
quest. “ 
In announcing this Commissioner 
Roper called attention to the fact 
that it is to the interest of corpo- 
rations to file returns as soon as 
possible to avoid the interest charge 


of one-half of 1 per cent
